K E Y BISCAYNE, Fla. (AP) - U. S. 
negotiator Henry A. Kissinger got final 
instructions 
from 
President 
Nixon 
Saturday in a four-hour Florida meeting 
before leaving for Paris to resume peace 
talks with the North Vietnamese. 
Kissinger is due in the French capital 
Sunday night and the talks begin again 
Monday after a nine-day recess in which 
both sides have had a chance to reassess 
their positions. 
White House spokesman Ronald L. 
Ziegler declined to comment on reports 
continuing to persist that the United States 
might be ready to sign a separate peace 
agreement 
despite South 
Vietnam’s 
objections. Saigon Radio officially sug­ 
gested that possibility Saturday. 
Ziegler said it was inappropriate to 
talk about the final agreement when the 
negotiations on the cease-fire agreement 
were under wav. 


He said the new round of Paris talks was 
expected to last several days and that 
Kissinger wuld be returning to Washington 
afterwards to report personally to Nixon. 
“There will be further consultations 
with the South Vietnamese” after this 
round of talks, too, Ziegler said, “ but I 
can’t predict the course of events after the 
meeting.” 
He continued to repeat previous White 
House statements that Nixon wants to 
achieve ‘‘a just and lasting settlement as 
rapidly as possible.” 


Kissinger flew to Florida to confer with 
Nixon personally for the last time before 
his Sunday morning departure for Paris 
from Andrews Air Force Base near 
Washington. 


Nixon called for a full report on 
Kissinger’s eight hours of talks since 
Wednesday with Nguyen Phu Due, the

Governors Caucus Saturday night and gave 
indications that she has decided to fight to 
keep her job. 
An aide said Mrs. Westwood, who is 
under pressure from conservative and 
moderate party elements to resign, would 
address 
the 
governors

and 
indicated she would make her plans known 
at that time. 
“ She’s not going to just be telling them 
to have a nice day,” the aide said. 
Earlier host Gov. Warren E. Hearnes 
had said Mrs. Westwood should resign and 
the governors should endorse a candidate 
to replace her or get out of national 
politics. 
“ If they don’t leave here having made or 
having taken a position, I think they’ve 
abdicated any possibility of any leadership 
responsibility 
in 
national 
Democratic 
politics,” the Missouri governor said. 
Hearnes said he was confident the 
governors will sponsor a candidate to 
replace 
Mrs. 
Westwood, 
who 
was 
handpicked for the job last summer by Sen. 
George McGovern. 
The sudden decision to bring her appeal 
directly to the governors, indicated that 
Mrs. Westwood would try to hold on to the 
job. Elarlier she had said she would not 
resign voluntarily but later said she might 
step down if an acceptable compromise 
candidate could be found. 


Mrs. Westwood has been under fire, 
primarily because of her closeness to 
McGovern, ever since the Democratic pres­ 
idential nominee suffered a landslide loss 
to President Nixon Nov. 7.

— The executive secretary of 
the National Organization on 
Legal Problems of Education 
says students should have right 
to 
privacy 
in 
their 
school 
records. 
"That privacy should only be 
overcome by someone when he 
has justifiable interest,” said 
Marin A. McGhehey, also exec­ 
utive director of the Kansas As­ 
sociation of School Boards. 
He said, "The average gar­ 
den variety of citizens don’t 
have an interest.” 
McGhehey also said that a 
school board member "shop­ 
ping through students records 
for interesting facts” possibly 
could run a foul of the law. 
" I think probably that board 
members may have to show 
some reason for wanting to see 
a record,” he said. " I think it 
might could be withheld from a 
board member. ” 
He said the school board 
rules and regulations should en­ 
compass provisions for access 
to student records. 
" I don't think an individual 
school board member ... has 
the right to access of con­ 
fidential records," he said. 
He said most states have a 
public 
records 
law 
making 
available records which, by 
law, must be kept. 
"Student records are private, 
they are not required by law," 
he said. 
He also said "any employe 
should have the right to see 
anything 
in 
his 
permanent 
record." 
Employes sometimes aren't 
given a chance to respond to 
negative material in their per­ 
sonnel files, he said. 
"1 think we ought to give the 
individual some protection. I 
d o n ’ t 
think 
that's

reasonable,” he said.

Whitlam's 
Labor Party 
Wins 67 Seats 


SYDNEY (AP) - E. Gough WWtlam, 
who began his political career as a 
recording secretary of a 
local party 
branch, has brought the Labor party into 
power in Australia for the first time in 23 
years. 
Prime 
Minister 
William 
McMahon, 
leader of the Liberal-Country coalition 
that has ruled since 1949, conceded defeat 
Saturday night after Whitlam’s Labor 
party had won 67 seats in elections for the 
125-seat House of Representatives. 
McMahon has been prime minister 
and 15 were undecided. In the old House, 
the coalition had 66 seats to 59 for Labor 
McMahon has been prime minister 
since 1970 when John Gorton resigned. 
Seven million persons went to the polls. 
Whitlam, 56, hugged his wife Margaret 
and shouted above the din of a celebration 
party at his suburban home, “ It was time!” 
The Labor party had campaigned on the 
slogan “ It’s time” for a change. 
The Labor victory in Australia comes 
one week after the Labor party in nearby 
New Zealand swept into power. 
“ The new government will have a very 
good mandate to carry out all its policies,” 
Whitlam said. 
During 
the 
campaign 
Labor 
had 
promised increased social benefits and 
r^ional development. 
Some major changes are expected in 
foreign policy. Whitlam has said Australia 
will recognize the Peoples Republic of 
China, which he has advocated since 1954. 
He also said he would pull Australia out 
of the Southeast Asia Treaty Organization, 
already weakened by the recent defection 
of Paidstan and the inactivity of France. 
The 6-foot-4 Whitlam is the son of an 
assistant prosecutor with the Australian 
government and has a law degree from Syd­ 
ney University. 
He joined the Labor party in 1945 while 
an officer with the Royal Australian Air 
Force and his first job was to record the 
minutes of the Sydney inner city branch. 
He f-'iled in early attempts to win 
election to the City Council and to the New 
South Wales Legislature. But in 1952 he 
won a seat in Parliament and three days 
ago celebrated completing 20 years in the 
House of Representatives. 
Whitlam took over leadership of the 
party in 1967 and transformed the party 
into a cohesive group. 
“ My role has been that of an innovator. 
My style is evolutionary; my substance is 
revolutionary,” he said.

mention in the report of the

Mrs. Westwood, of West Jor­ 
dan, Utah, noted that Demo­ 
crats have made gains in the 
Senate, governorships and state

Nearly 500 years after it was 
created by the Italian Renais­ 
sance painter Raphael, a mas­ 
terpiece entitled "Madonna and 
Child with Book” will go on 
public display for the first time 
Sunday. 
Industrialist Norton Simon, 
who reportedly paid more than 
$3 million for the painting, 
loaned it to the Princeton Un- 
versity Art Museum. 
The painting, completed in 
1504, reportedly was bought by 
Simon from Wildenstein & Co., 
a New York art firm, after two 
years of negotiations. 
The Raphael is among 100 
paintings being loaned to the 
university for one year by Si­ 
mon, whose private corporate 
collection of more than 300 can­ 
vasses is one of the largest in 
the world.

Device May Aid U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Using 
a modified Russian device, U.S. 
^scientists have taken "a major 
step forward” in harnessing nu­ 
clear fusion, the atomic reac­ 
tion that gives' H-bombs their 
power. 
At the same time. Atomic 
Energy Commission scientists 
cautioned that they are still a 
long way from a practical reac­ 
tor that will generate elec­ 
tricity. 


"Controlled fusion” would un­ 
lock almost unlimited fuel sup­ 
plies from the oceans and per­ 
haps solve the problems of 
radiation 
which 
accompany 
current 
nuclear 
generating 
plants. 


Scientists at the AEC labora- 


tory in Princeton, N.J., rede­ 
signed an electromagnetic de­ 
vice first developed in the So­ 
viet Union to compress fusion 
fuel far more than thought pos­ 
sible by applying pulses of 
magnetic energy, thus coming 
closer than ever before to con­ 
ditions needed for fusion reac­ 
tion. 
Present atomic reactors, and 
the bombs of the type dropped 
on Hiroshima and Nagasaki, 
operate on a process called fis­ 
sion in which large atoms— 
Uranium-235—are 
split 
into 
smaller atoms, releasing large 
amounts of ener^. 
Fusion combines or fuses 
small atoms into larger ones, 
releasing greater amounts of 
energy.

The House produced 122 bills 
and sev en resolutions, and the 
Senate, 22 bills and one resolu­ 
tion Friday . More than 1,5 00 
bills arfi ex pected to be in­ 
troduced before the six -month 
session ends. 
A Senate fhsolution by Ma- 
r u i c e 
Schechterv 
D-Crev e 
Couer, and Albert M. Spradling 
J r., D-Cape Girardeau, calls for 
a constitutional conv ention. 
An election would be set in 
197 4 or earlier if called by the^ 
gov ernor, and the conv ention 
would begin six months after 
the delegates are elected. 
A n ot h e r 
proposed 
con­ 
stitutional change would re- 
v « mp the legislature by cutting 
tèe House membership from 
lp3 to 100 and raising the num­ 
ber of senators from 34 to 5 0.

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Yesterday's Toys Survive Sophistication Of Modern-Day Youths

Dreams are what toys are 
made of — the best toys 
anyway. And Christmas is the 
season for dreams. 
And 
some 
dreams 
last 
forever, and some never make 
it to New Year’s Eve. which is 
the trouble also with some toys. 
It should be no surprise that 
Americans, who spend more on 
their dreams than anyone else, 
spend more on toys too. The 
average bill comes to $60 for 
everyone under the age of 15. all 
58 million of them. 
And this is the time of year 
when parents take those child- 
scrawled notes for Santa to the 
discount 
houses 
and 
department stores to buy a 
melange of vinyl, wood, steel, 
tin, 
plastic, 
polyester 
and 
batteries. It all gets paid off two 
to three months later by which 
time the batteries are dead, 
quite often the toys with them. 
But anyway, here we go 
again. 
Saturday 
morning 
television ads have primed the 
kids; the shelves are full not 
with visions of sugarplums but 
with sleek motor cars, dolls 
almost alive, noise, excitement, 
the real thing! 
“ Today,” a toy man said 
enthusiastically, “ a youngster 
can actually drive a car, actually 
fly a plane. Today a doll in itself 
is not sufficient. A doll has to do 
something.” 
This year there are airplane 
kits which take up the whole 
living room. A motor driven 
pylon revolves and flies a plastic 
plane at the end of a tether. The 
child controls it and tries to 
land on the deck of an aircraft 
carrier. Just something to keep 
him busy while Dad reads the 
Sunday paper.

year 
there 
is 
the 
burgeoning assemblage of dolls 
that do and are done to. They 
talk, they walk, they wet and 
generally make a nuisance of 
themselves. 
Said one toy man, “ At the age 
of 8 a girl is getting too 
sophisticated Ho play with dolls. 
She begins getting more into 
arts and crafts.” 
There are dolls who have 
eluant hairdos and wigs. There 
are dolls named Love, Soul, 
Music, Peace. There is also a 
doll’s head the size of a child’s 
that not only needs its hair 
fixed, but its face made up. 
This year there is a talking 
football game. One player picks 
a small record disk with his 
choice of offensive play. The 
other player turns a dial for his 
defense and guesses at the 
offense.

Amn esty Remain s T o u ch y Sid e-effect o f Vietn am Co n flict 


“ In wa r, a nd in the co urt o f justice, a nd 
ev ery where,” So cra tes to ld Ciito , “ y o u must do 
wha tev er y o ur sta te a nd y o ur co untry tell y o u to do , o r 
. y o u must persua de them tha t their co mma nds a re 
unjust.”

TORONTO — (NEA) — Fo r the first two decades o f his 
life Jack Co lho u n did p recisely what his state and co u ntry 
ex p ected o f him. Descendant o f a family that sailed to 
America o n the May flo wer, kin to o ne time Vice President 
Jo hn C. Calho u n, raised in well-to -do p ro p riety in u p state 
New Yo rk, he was an Eagle Sco u t, to p stu dent, cap tain o f his 
fo o tball team, winner o f the Go d and Co u ntry award fo r 
p atrio tic achiev ement, and a stu rdy so ldier in his co llege 
ROTC p ri^ram . 
Then Vietnam changed it all. 
In 1970, a gradu ated seco nd lieu tenant. Jack Co lho u n 
failed to rep o rt fo r activ e du ty . He said he co u ld no t 
co ntribu te in any way to a militaiy inv o lv ed in So u theast 
Asia, and asked fo r alternativ e serv ice. When it was refu sed, 
Co lho u n fled to Canada where fo r the p ast two y ears he has 
liv ed in sad bu t no t so rry ex ile try ing to co nv ince his state 
and natio n that their co mmands were u nju st. 
“I was right and they were wro ng.” Thu s do es the o ne­ 
time All American bo y say it fo r many as Richard Nix o n 
p rep ares fo r fo u r mo re y ears, as p eace in Vietnam co ntinu es 
to be ru mo red, as Americans in that land dwindle do wn to a 
p recio u s few tho u sand, as o nce again Americans are fo rced 
to face the aweso me q u estio n o f what to do with all the men 
who refu sed to jo in in the blo o dshed in Indo china. 


Fo rgiv e and fo rget? 
Let them ro t? 
What? 
Perhap s 700,000 men hav e ev aded the Vietnam war in o ne 
way o r ano ther. A sizable, bu t actu ally u nkno wn, nu mber o f 
them are liv ing in v ario u s degrees o f ex ile fro m Seattle to 
Sweden. Canada alo ne may hav e sheltered 75 ,000 o r mo re 
since 1965 . Here in To ro nto , “Ru naway City ,” estimates are 
that fro m half to three q u arters o f the 40,000 American 
p o p u latio n are draft do dgers, deserters, o r, as they say , 
“refu gees.” 
At p resent, the U.S. p u blic seems u np rep ared to decide 
their fate q u ickly . Rep . Bella Abzu g (D-N.Y.) has u rged 
Co ngress to grant, “after the cessatio n o f ho stilities, 
u nco nditio nal resto ratio n o f rights to war resisters.” Rep . J. 
Edward Hebert (I>La.) has said that if it were p o ssible he 
wo u ld “send them (the ev aders) o u t o n a ship like the man 
witho u t a co u ntry .” The President himself flip -flo p s o n the 
.q u estio n: last No v ember he said he wo u ld no t be leninet with^ 
ru naway s; in Janu ary he said he wo u ld be “liberal” with 
them; du ring the electio n camp aign, his v o ice hard, he 
insisted they wo u ld hav e to “p ay a p enalty ” fo r their deeds. 
And the p eo p le? Early this y ear a New Yo rk telev isio n 
statio n co ndu cted a metro p o litan p o ll in which 79 p er cent o f 
the 35 ,000 resp o ndents were against fo i^iv eness. Bu t a 
Gallu p Po ll in Au gu st, natio nwide, indicates that the 
antisy mp athy majo rity was nearer 60 p er cent, with at least 
36 o f ev ery 100 fav o ring amnesty o r amnesty with 
q u alificatio ns. So . Indecisio n. The p erp lex ities o f the 
q u estio n were su mmed u p nicely by o ne wo man p o lled: “I 
do n’t want to say y es, and I do n’t want to say no . Bu t neither 
do I want to so u nd like I’m u ndecided.” 
The co u ntry ’s irreso lu tio n is u nderstandable. Amnesty 
(fro m a Greek wo rd meaning fo rgetfu lness), which was o nce 
co mmo np lace fo llo wing American co nflicts, has in this 
centu ry fallen o n hard times. In 1794, Geo rge Washingto n 
p ardo ned tho se who p articip ated in the Whiskey Rebellio n. 
Abraham Linco ln fo rgav e the lo wer-ranking rebels o f the 
Co nfederacy 16 mo nths befo re the end o f the Civ il War, and 
the clemency was ex tended to ev ery bo dy after it was o v er. 
Adams, Madiso n, Jefferso n and Jackso n were o ther 
p residents who fo rgav e errant citizens (Jefferso n granted 
amnesty in 1807 o n the co nditio n that deserters retu rn to 
their u nits: Jackso n, ev er the hardco re, granted fo rgiv eness 
in 18 30 o nly if deserters no t retu rn to u nits). 
This centu ry , ho wev er, American amnesty lias been less 
than the general ru le. No o v er-all fo rgiv eness has been 
affo rded at all. The o nly mass try at clemency , after Wo rld 
War II, ended harshly . President Harry Tru man, resp o nding 
to p u blic p ressu re, o rdered case-by -case inv estigatio ns o f 
15 ,8 05 war ev aders. Only 1,5 23 were set free. The rest went to 
p riso n, amo ng them so me criminals, so me genu ine mo ral 
o p p o nents, and a lo t o f wo rried beings who were p u rely 
afraid to fight 
No w all the sticky q u estio ns blo o m again. Is there, as St. 
Tho mas Aq u inas said, a higher law than hu man law? If a few 
tho u sand ev aders were fo rgiv en, what abo u t the three 
millio n who fo u ght and the 5 5 ,000 who died in Vietnam — 
were they , as Pro f. Ernest Van den Haag say s, “su ckers” ? 
What imp act wo u ld |mnesty hav e o n fu tu re draft calls 
(already abo u t half o f all men su mmo ned refu se to sho w the 
first time)? And is Sp iro Agnew co rrect when he say s a 
p ardo n wo u ld be an admissio n o f gu ilt? 
Fo r their p art the ev aders in Canada are nearly u nanimo u s 
in their p redictable resp o nse. Say s Jack Co lho u n: “Mo st o f 


“I’m 
American thro u gh and thro u gh. " he say s. And his ho p e is his 
co u ntry will let him co ntinu e to be “Richard Nix o n say s we 
hav e to p ay the p enalty fo r ru nning away Well. o kay .

the Canadian

o f Chu rches: 
“Ev ery thing written in the United States has been do ne so 
fro m the p ersp ectiv e that do dgers are lo nely ex iles. This is 
no nsense. Certainly their decisio n may hav e terrific 
imp licatio ns. Bu t many do dgers hav e made new and 
su ccessfu l liv es fo r themselv es.” Thu s Ho ward G. Weld, 
DDS, a cap tain in the Air Fo rce u ntil he deserted (1970), say s 
he will stay in Canada becau se, “I do n’t want the U.S. to 
fo rgiv e me.” And Stev e Yates, who wo n a Bro nze Star in the 
Nam fo r sav ing a bu ddy , adds: “I do n’t believ e America has 
mu ch to o ffer me no w.” Alo ng with his bride he intends to 
beco me a Canadian citizen. 
Ev entu ally , these “p ermanent ex iles” may change their 
minds. “Bu t as o f to day ,” say s the Anti-Draft Pro gram’s 
Zimmerman, “I’d say 8 5 4ier cent o f the do dgers and 50 p er 
cent o f the deserters will stay here, anmesty o r no t.” 
Therefo re, if his gu ess is accu rate, and ev en if a p ardo n is 
granted, many U S. families will co ntinu e to su ffer. 
And su ffer the families do . Unto ld tho u sands o f them. 
Since 1965 nearly a half millio n families hav e co me to grip s 
with the p ro sp ect o r reality o f ru naway o r hideaway so ns 
(mo re war ev aders liv e in the United States, u ndergro u nd, 
than in all o ther natio ns co mbined). 
One middle class family in Bakersfield, Calif., claims it has 
“been co mp letely ru ined” by the ejq jerience. The p arents 
described themselv es as “go o d Rep u blican, p atrio tic, 
tax p ay ers.” The father wo rks fo r the go v ernment. Their so n, 
after $12,000 wo rth o f co llege, fled to Canada in 1969 where 
he no w wo rks as a janito r. “It has been so trau matic,” say s

the mo ther, “that we hav en’t ev en to ld o u r clo se friends and 
relativ es. Ev ery bo dy thinks the bo y has go ne u p there 
no rmally and legally . My hu sband is fu rio u s. I’m co nfu .sed. 
And we ju st do n’t kno w what to do ." 
Still, there is no ap p ealing to many o f the war ev aders here 
o n ev en the gro u nds o f their family welfare. The acrimo ny o f 
their indiv idu al e]q )eriences ru ns to o deep . One fello w, Jerry 
Samu els, tells ho w he v o lu nteered fo r the Army at 17, 
v o lu nteered fo r Vietnam at 18 and wo u nd u p so “rau nchy ” 
that he rap ed fo u r Vietnamese wo men and ev entu ally 
cracked u p . Ano ther man, 22, say s he sp ent so me time at 
Fo rt Bragg, so me time in Vietnam, so me time in the 
sto ckade and thinks if he retu rned to the United States no w 
he wo u ld “sho o t the first go ddam Army o fficer I saw.’’ 
Dee Knight, a Califo rnia co nscientio u s o bjecto r and edito r 
o f an ex ile magazine here, say s: “ Face it, the o nly kind o f 
amnesty we’ll ev er get will be tied to so me kind o f 
alternativ e serv ice. That means alternativ e p u nishment. I 
do n’t think many gu y s will want to go back fro m freedo m to 
sp end two y ears p u shing Uncle Sam’s bedp an.” 
Bitter. Very bitter. And o ne sto ry say s it all. Grim draft 
ev aders recall the ex p erience o f Llo y d Kanto r, who in 1968 
camp aigned fo r Richard Nix o n becau se he felt the man 
wo u ld end the war. Nix o n was elected. Kanto r was drafted 
Sho rt time later the y o u ng camp aigner was cau ght in a 
landmine ex p lo sio n, lo st bo th hands, bo th feet, o ne ey e and 
p art o f his hearing. When Kanio r wro te to Nix o n, his fo rmer 
hero , to tell him what hap p ened, he go t no rep ly . 
“Can y o u imagine?” say s a fo u r-y ear deserter in Windso r. 
“I’m no t go ing to go iio me u ntil Richard Nix o n writes Llo y d 
Kanto r an ap o l(^y and giv es him hack his hands, his feet and 
his ey e.” 
With all this o u trage, tho u gh, the to u gh talk here abo u t 
p ermanent ex ile may y et so ften. Tho u ght mo st war resisters 
seem to insist o therwise, they are p ro bably no t making hard 
decisio ns y et. And their retu rn to America will likely be in 
p ro p o rtio n to the genero sity o f whatev er amnesty terms are 
hnally decided. “Go d,” co nfesses o ne 20-y ear-o ld fro m 
Atlanta, “I’d like to liv e o n Peachtree Street again.’’

The concept of a city-owned 
ambulance service brought a 69 
per cent favorable response 
from Democrat-Capital readers 
despite a radio advertising 
campaign sponsored by the 
owner of a local ambulance 
company urging the submission 
of “ no” votes.

In a 
prominent 
Sou thern city , the black , midnig ht-to-dawn 
disc jock et earned a paltry $500 a month 
from the radio station’s pernu riou s white 
owner. 


Yet the “deejay ” drov e an ex trav ag ant 
car that pu t the white owner’s au to to 
shame and occu pied a deep-carpeted su ite 
in the city ’s most lu x u riou s hotel. 


The station owner, worried abou t illeg al 
pay ola, ask ed the “deojay ” abou t the 
sou rce of his afflu ence bu t cou ldn’t g et a 
straig ht answer. The owner monitored the 
prog ram bu t cou ld find no su re ev idence of 
pay ola. Nev ertheless, he fired the disc 
jock ey on su spicion. 


In a smaller city , a y ou ng , black disc­ 
jock ey g etting his start made $95 a week . 
He lov ed the g lamor of the job, bu t his wife 
was sick . The bills started piling u p 


A black promotion man from a white- 
owned record company dropped by to pu sh 
his 
rhy thm -and-blu es 
records. 
As 
recou nted to u s by one of America’s top 
black “deejay s,” 
the promotion man 
“ loaned” the disc jock ey $200 to pay the 
bills. In g ratitu de, the “deejay ” plu g g ed 
and play ed his new friend’s records 


Ou r interv iews with black disc jock ey s, 
white owners, promotion men, record 
critics, FCC officials and many other 
confirm that pay ola is all too common 
among both whites and black s. 


Bu t among the black s, who are g enerally 
far less well paid than white “deejay s,” 
pay ola comes close to being a necessity 
Until recently , one of the worst-pay ing of 
the big city radio station chains was Starr 
Broadcasting Grou p, Inc. 


At one of the three black -format stations 
in Memphis, WLOK, the g oing salary for a 
disc jock ey three y ears ag o was as low as 
$100. Now the low is closer to $150, the hig h

The disc jock ey s, meanwhile, are aware 
that 
at

for

commercials and $5 to $8 for local ads, 
Starr is g rossing thou sands ev ery month. 


Peter Starr, president of the chain, 
ex plained that he can’t afford hig her 
salaries. A check with Starr’s corporate 


reports shows that fou r day s before he 
pleaded poormou th with u s, his company 
had annou nced a 400 per cent net income 
ju mp. 
Starr, howev er, insists the bu mptiou s, 
brash sou nd of WLOK g rosses only $40,000 
a month and that each station shou ld mak e 
its own way . 
Ask ed whether low salaries mig ht driv e 
jock ey s to pay ola, Starr said he is hau nted 
by stories that an employ e or two are on 
the tak e, bu t he has nev er obtained any 
proof of it He say s he reg u lates what 
records are to be play ed to prev ent a 
"deejay ” from slipping in a ^‘tu rk ey ’’ for 
pay . 
The big record companies, meanwhile, 
are cov ering u p pay ola. In one rare case, 
we fou nd a record ex ecu tiv e who fired a 
promotion 
man 
for 
alleg edly 
g iv ing 
“deejay s” cocaine for play ing the firm’s 
records. 
In another, a reliable witness ov erheard’ 
a promotion person talk ing abou t prov iding 
$20 bag s of mariju ana as pay ola. Her 
company , while deny ing k nowledg e of the 
dope, warned promotion men ag ainst 
“dru g ola” or any other form of pay ola: 


“If we find that any employ ee of this 
company is g u ilty of this or any other 
infraction, be adv ised that the employ ee 
will be immediately dismissed,” warned 
the firm in a memo. 


Snooping 
has 
become 
one 
of* the 
g ov ernment’s main enterprises. Each day , 
hordes of inv estig ators swarm ou t to check 
on the loy alty and integ rity of their fellow 
Americans, most of whom are q u ite 
innocent of any criminal activ ity . 
These g u mshoes hav e filed solemn, 
secret reports, for ex ample, on the Rev . 
Ralph Abernathy ’s spats with his wife, 
football 
hero Joe 
Namath’s 
fav orite 
Manhattan 
hang ou t 
and 
actor 
Rock 
Hu dson’s sex life. The priv ate affairs of 
these g ood g entlemen, of cou rse, is none of 
the g ov ernment’s bu siness. 
Ou r hig h-paid sleu ths cou ld be better 
employ ed inv estig ating org anized crime or 
k eeping misfits ou t of “critical-sensitiv e” 
g ov ernment jobs. 


The 
C om m erce 
D e pa rtm e nt’s 
r^u lations, for instance, sternly declare 
that “no person shall be appointed to a 
‘critical-senstiv e’ position u ntil a fu ll field 
inv estig ation with satisfactory resu lts has 
been completed.” 
Yet the Department hired Charles Tu ller 
last Janu ary as a $26,000-a-y ear minority 
bu siness consu ltant. The job is listed as 
“critical-sensitiv e.” To the embarrassment 
of the sedate officials at the Commerce 
Department, Tu ller alleg edly tried to rob a 
bank a few week s ag o. He is accu sed of 
mu rdering 
two 
su bu rban 
Washing ton 
policemen in the abortiv e attempt. With 
his two sons and a fou rth man, Tu ller is 
also alleg ed to hav e g u nned down an airline 
tick et clerk in Hou ston before hijack ing a 
plane to Hav ana. 
Instead of dig g ing u p titillating tidbits 
abou t mov ie stars and football heroes, 
g ov ernment inv estig ators cou ld easily hav e 
learned enou g h abou t Tu ller to disq u alify 
him from a “critical-sensitiv e” job. Here 
are a few facts from his past that the most 
rou tine 
inv estig ation 
shou ld 
hav e 
dev eloped: 
' i^On Oct. 24, 1954, Tu ller was arrested 
on a charg e of indecently ex posing himself 
to three teen-ag e g irls in a theater. The 
charg e 
was 
dropped 
w hen 
the 
complainants wou ld not appear in cou rt. 


In April 1956, Tu ller was fired by Sterns 
Department Store in New York City for 
alleg edly failing to ring u p sales on at least 
fiv e occasions after tak ing cu stomers’ 
money . 
Not long afterwards, Tu ller was fired 
from his job with B. Altman department 
store for omitting from his employ ment 
application his dismissal from Sterns. 


It’s a little dismay ing that a department 
store shou ld hav e no trou ble nailing and 
firing 
Tu ller, 
bu t 
that 
the 
federal 
g ov ernment, with its inv estig ativ e hordes, 
shou ld fail to do so.

Hundreds of gift items carry 
the National Football League’s 
sanction in what has become a 


multimillion dollar business. 
The main pitch is to small fry 
who idolize Sunday’s heroes. 
Young-at-heart fathers also 
buy heavily. 


Department 
stores 
from 
Honolulu to Key West bulge 
with goodies bearing insignias 
of N FL teams. One large chain 
even has an “ NFL Depart­ 
ment” in its stores coast to 
coast. 


Strangely. NFL clubs claim 
to reap little financial gain 
from the mushrooming enter­ 
prise. Profits of about $350,000 
annually are scheduled to go to 
charity beginning in 1973. 
Any item with NFL team or 
league markings must be sanc­ 
tioned by an outfit known as 
NFL Properties, Inc., which op­ 
erates down the hall from Com­ 


missioner Pete Rozelle’s posh 
New York offices. 
N F L 
Properties 
belongs 
equally to the 26 pro football 
club owners. Rozelle says he 
has no control. Bob Carey, a 
onetime Proctor and Gamble 
executive, operates the Proper­ 
ties. 


“ We get a 5 per cent royalty 
on the wholesale price of ap­ 
proved products,” Carey said 
“ That means that $100,000 in 
sales—and that’s wholesale, not 
retail prices—earns us onlv 
$5,000.“ 


The 26 NFL clubs supposedly 
will get less than $15,000 each 
as their share of the take. Ro­ 
zelle is expected to announce 
soon that the relatively paltry 
sums will be lumped together 
for charities such as helping 


destitute former pro football 
players. 
Gift-buyers, like most iiports 
fans, tend to be front-runners 
This fall, Washington Redskin 
and Miami DolpWn items are 
hot. But. the’demand for Kan­

The bill exempts “ any body 
exercising a judicial function,”

sentation of a petition by any 
citizen. 
The bill is similar to one in­

enamel the lids, add a decorative 
hanger or hood, and twist the jars 
into the lids. That’s all it takes to 
make a gift that is certain to be 
appreciated throughout the year. 
Gifts from the kitchen: F ill baby 
food jars with your own refrigerator 
or 
freezer 
jams, 
marmalades, 
relishes, dessert toppings or .sauces. 
Screw on lids. If jars are to be 
frozen, allow at least one-half inch 
headspace at top; liquid mixtures 
like jams ejq>and as they freeze and 
if there is no room, the glass will 
break. Seal the lids with freezer tape 
and keep frozen constantly until 
used. 
Home canning in baby food jars is 
definitely not recommended. When 
baby 
food 
is 
com m ercially 
processed, the lids are vacuum 
sealed by special machines. Ja r lids 
do not have an airtight seal when 
replaced by hand, and contents 
may be subject to spiolage. You 
can seal jams and jellies with para­ 
ffin in the jars. 
Dress up the jars with colorful 
toppers cut from felt. Make a cone 
shape, then glue or sew on cut-outs 
or sequins for Santa Clauses or 
Christmas trees. Add a loop of gold

“ I knew I wanted Jenny for 
the role,” Gimbel said “ It’s the

The filming in Belfast was 
“ undercover,” 
although 
authorities were aware of the 
crew’s presence and purpose. 


“ Everyone

Pay T.V. Experiment Draws Crowds to Living Room Movies 


U )S ANGELES - (NEA) - 
A very small box in designer 
colors and a series of laminated 
cards which look like ordinary 
credit cards may very well 
revolutionize the TV industry. 
The pilot program for what is 
essentially pay-TV, is about to 
begin 
in 
^n 
Diego 
and 
Geoffrey Nathanson, president 
of Optical Systems, is confident 
the 
experiment 
will 
be 
a 
success. 
It starts with cable-TV, which 
is a means of bringing clear TV 
reception 
to 
areas 
where, 
without cables, viewers either 
were deprived of TV or watched 
muddy, murky lined, pictures. 
The cable used in cable-TV is 
a powerful bit of wire. While 
the 
KCC 
has allocated 
12 
channels for commercial VHF 
stations, the cable wire is 
capable of carrying 100 channels 
of video. 1000 channels of audio 
and 100,0(X) channels of data on 
closed circuits, described by 
youthful, hand.some Nathanson 
as 
“ secure 
and 
private 
circuits.” 
Nearly 8 million TV sets in 
the U.S. and Canada are hooked 
to cables and “ all they are doing 
is 
bringing 
the 
same 
TV 
pictures to areas where there 
were 
no 
clear 
pictures,” 
Nathanson says. He decided to 
do something about this. Enter 
Optical Systems. 


For 
a 
$20 
deposit 
his 
company attaches a tiny black 
box to the viewer’s cable. The 
viewer than buys tickets and. in 
his own home, at his own 
convenience, he can see the 
latest movies for a price as low 
as $1.50. He can see sports 
events not generally telecast. 
He can sign up for an extension 
course from a university. He 
has a brand new toy with which 
to play. 
The films, which play a week 
each 
in 
subscriber’s 
living 
rooms, and are run in double 
bills, are so new that the film 
companies prefer the titles not 
be 
publicized. 
Additionally, 
FCC rules state the films can’t 
be over two years old. But you 
can figure out some of the titles 
of recent hits and odds are 
they’re in the batch which San 
Diego viewers get. 
Customers will be able to buy 
a movie season ticket, which 
allows unlimited viewings of 
film, 
or 
individual 
tickets, 
which allow unlimited viewings 


during the week the film is 
telecast. They can buy season or 
individual 
tickets 
to sports 
events. When they agree to 
subscribe to the service they are 
given a deck of “ Wild Cards,” 
which have numbers and letters 
in punchboard fashion on the 
back. These can be used by 
people who make up their 
minds at the last minute. They 
call an operator, give her their 
subscription number and tell 
her they want to watch that 
night’s event. She gives them 
the figure-letter combination to 
punch out, and 
they’re in 
business. They’ll be billed for 
the fee. 


The next city on Optical 
Systems list is Vancouver, B.C. 
Nathanson feels his system, if 
successful, could bring financial 
aid to hurting box offices. 


Twice he was spreadeagled 
and been searched at gunpoint. 
“ But despite it all life goes on 
in Northern Ireland. There are 
no windows in certain sections, 
just boards. There are 
other 
sections you can’t go into We 
even had another title on our 
scripts, ‘A Thing of Beauty’, 
because we didn’t want the 
word ‘war’ in the title.” 
The dramatic scenes were 
filmed in Dublin. “ The actors 
didn’t want to work in the 
North.

raid on the vehicle, during 
which it was blown up, because.

New England to become the wife of the ruler of the tiny 
Mongolian kingdom of Sikkim. It’s been 16 years since Grace 
Kelly gave up acting to become Princess Grace of Monaco. 
Two American girls, two fairy tales come true. 
Recently authoress Cindy Adams, wife of comedian Joey 
Adams, visited both 20th Century CInderellas, and filed this 
report for FAMILY WEEKLY.

hat is there about 
American girls that 
makes them willing 
to turn their lifestyles inside out 
just so they can marry a prince? 
I pondered this question as my 
one-engine kite from Calcutta 
(flown by a barefoot pilot) 
taxied into Bagdogra. the clear­ 
ing in northern India which is 
the nearest airport to the minis­ 
cule Mongolian kingdom of 
Sikkim. Sikkim's First Lady, as 
you may know, is Hope Cooke, 
an American gal out of Seal 
Harbor, Me., by way of Sarah 
Lawrence College. She met the 
Prince of Sikkim on a visit to 
Darjeeling 
and 
became his 
princess 11 years ago. 
My plane was met by a tea- 
colored man with a cardboard 
suit and nailfile-pointed shoes 
who walked half-bowing and 
spoke 
in 
a 
barely audible 
whisper. This Royal Equerry 
ushered me to the Royal Coach 
—an open jeep with a gold flag­ 
staff! Eight hours later my 
driver—who spoke no English- 
pulled into downtown Gangtok, 
the capital of the vertical king­ 
dom nestled between India and 
Tibet. 5.5(K) feet up in the 
Himalayas. 
It had been an interesting 
trip. Since it was monsoon sea­ 
son. our princely carriage had 
cooled its wheels while giant 
boulders, uprooted trees and 
other souvenirs of the morn­ 
ing’s avalanches were cleared 
from our dirt highway. Twice 
during the journey of hairpin 
turns the driver veered sharply 
to one side, and I fell complete­ 
ly out of the jeep. (No doors.) 
Once a mighty empire ruled by 
the mighty Khans, today agri­ 
cultural 
Sikkim 
is 200,000 
square miles and 250.0CX) sub­ 
jects. The main street in Gang­ 
tok features sheep and goats 
(would you believe, elephants 
too?), and an ox has the right 
of way. 
As we drove past the women 
wearing gold noserings and tot-

ing burdens atop their heads, 
past the huts where electricity 
and technology are at a mini­ 
mum. and as we approached the 
palace high on the hill. I began 
to see how this could be a 
schoolgirl’s fairytale come true. 
Is it not the dream of every 
maiden 
to 
meet 
a 
Prince 
Charming? And to be swept off 
to some faraway kingdom to 
live happily ever after? 
And that’s where I found 
Hope Cooke Namgyal —in her 
salmon-colored Palace with fly­ 
ing flags, servants who approach 
on their knees, uniformed ad­ 
jutants and aides-de-camp, a 
corps of military guards, a Mer­ 
cedes limousine, and a steady 
flow of visiting celebrities (the 
Visitors Book listed names from 
John Kenneth Galbraith to 
Angie Dickinson). She also has 
two children who carry the title 
Crown Prince and Princess-and 
there is even a private chapel 
on the grounds. This is where 
Hope Cooke Namgyal reigns 
over adoring subjects. 
Her title is "Gyalmo,” mean­ 
ing “Queen” or “Princess,” de­ 
pending upon whom you ask. 
Sikkimese consider Hope and 
the ChogyaJ (“King”) sovereign 
rulers of their sovereign king­ 
dom. South of the border, down 
New Delhi way, Sikkim is con­ 
sidered an Indian protector­ 
ate. There, “Chogyal” means 
‘Prince” and “Gyalmo” means 
“Princess.” However, during 
our delicious native noodle 
lunch, served on hand-carved 


coffee tables by barefoot ser­ 
vants, Hope explained that I ad­ 
dressed her as “Your Majesty.” 
“I now have Sikkimese citi­ 
zenship,” announced Her Maj­ 
esty in a pussywillow voice. “I 
have renounced my American 
citizenship because we’re a small 
country and dual nationality 
would create problems.*’ 
Across the emerald lawns of 
the Palace, which resembles a 
Swiss country chalet, stood 
Queen Hope’s personal Bud­ 
dhist temple, “No, I did not 
‘convert’ to Buddhism,” she 
replied. “In my student days 
I was already very close to it 
You see, a student’s life differs 
from this material world. Stu­ 
dents lead more detached lives 
-which is what Buddha teaches. 
However, since I came here I 
have gotten into it deeply.” 
Speaking of “my people,” the 
Gyalmo told me: “In this rural 
society ours is a happy life. We 
Sikkimese have a good perspec­ 
tive. We find time to grow flow­ 
ers. play music or do a favor 
for a friend. My people don’t

have much money. The Sikki­ 
mese arc of living is a very 
close one. Most have their own 
plot of ground, their own ani­ 
mals. However, what I’d like 
to export to the U.S. is Sikkim’s 
relaxedness and sense of peace. 
My people are progressive but 
not striving. They are friendly 
and helpful to tl^ir neighbors, 
and there is always harmony 
and cooperation. It’s something 
the whole world could use.” 
And is the Prince Charming 
who sweeps the fair maiden off 
to live in his palace truly cap­ 
able of loving and cherishing.

or is he an honored and obeyed 
Supreme Being who can make 
her dream a nightmare? In 
other words, can a free-wheel­ 
ing girl from New England ac­ 
tually have equal partnership 
American-style with an Asian 
husband who is a Sovereign 
Ruler? 
I glanced at Hope’s hand­ 
some, silver-haired Prince, who 
is fluent in English and West­ 
ern in outlook. The Gyalmo, 
her eyes twinkling, replied, 
“Just because a husband is a 
Chogyal, it does not mean he is 
always right, you know.” 


My last impression of Her 
Serene Highness Princess Grace 
was of a woman savoring every 
drop of her fairy-tale marriage. 
It was October 1971. Tehran. 
The 2.5(X)th year anniversary 
party of the Persian Empire. I 
didn't have much trouble seeing 
why an American girl-even 
one who before marriage could 
afford the Givenchy gown and 
white mink she was wearing— 
would want to marry a foreign 
prince. 
Here was Grace Patricia 
Kelly of Philadelphia sporting 
a diamond crown on her head.

Haile Selassie and Hussein of 
Jordan. Only this wasn’t a film 
set. This wasn’t fake. The at­ 
tendants bowing before her 
were for real. The protocol 
aides surrounding her were for 
real. Grace Kelly, once queen 
of the movies, now Princess of 
Monaco, has become a bona- 
fide bhieblood. 
The next morning in her 
well-guarded apartment, sepa­ 
rated by a wall-to-wall crib of 
fruit, courtesy of Their Imperial 
Majesties, we shared a little 
girl talk. From show-business 
friends who knew Her Serene 
Highness back in her salad days.

“I made some in my early 
years,” she smiled. ‘‘It’s diffi­ 
cult with so many foreign digni­ 
taries to know the proper form 
of address each time. But if 1 
have made gaffs with others 1 
have also had them made to me 
by visiting Americans.” 
Can palace life be homey? 
Can she prop her feet up on the 
sofa? 
“We have our private apart­ 
ments in the Palace, and I’ve 
introduced American ways and 
customs into our household. 
But I‘ve told my children that 
putting their feet on furniture 
is something one doesn’t do 
even if they’re not princes or 
princesses.” 
She talked more about Prin­ 
cess Caroline, Prince Albert 
and Princess Stephanie. “Keep­ 
ing them from getting spoiled is 
a problem. I hold back many of 
their gifts. I encourage our peo­ 
ple to donate presents to librar­ 
ies named for our children in­ 
stead of giving gifts directly to 
them. Another thing-in school 
they’re never allowed to forget 
who they are. The teachers as 
well as their own friends show 
the difference. I’ve heard it said 
they automatically get good 
marks just because they’re the 
Prince’s children. As for their 
dressing, I allow casual clothing 
if it’s a close personal evening, 
hut for official appeara^ices they 
must dress accordingly.” 
And does Her Serene High­ 
ness ever consider this life a 
royal pain? “Once we visited 


New Hampshire for a month 
and sat around without obliga­ 
tions and with nobody bother­ 
ing us,” she smil^. “That 
doesn’t happen in Monaco. At 
home we’re so busy that my 
husband and I almost always 
communicate via secretary.” 
(Translation: a commoner’s life 
was fun for a month, but I like 
what I have, thank you.)

Therefore, 
If you receive a turndown, be sure the 
boss knows that you plan to continue 
working as hard as ever. Indicating 
to the boss a few weeks in advance that 
you’ll be asking for a raise Is a valuable 
technique. For the average boss, saying 


"I’m sorry, Freddie Isn’t home....You’ll have 
to come back and clobber him later.’’ 


"N o ” to an honest request for better 
wages is never pleasant. “Ghrlng the boss 
advance notice,” explaina Dr. Dichter, 
“offers you a better chance. Even H he 
still has to refuse, he will hhve thought 
the matter out, will fed more comfort­

ne of the rare funny stories to 
come out of the Vietnam war is 
that of the day Harold Krents 
got his draft notice. He was a law stu­ 
dent at Harvard at the time and, for phys­ 
ical reasons, should have been classified 
4-F. Instead, he had somehow been listed 
as 2-S, a student deferment. When those 
deferments were eliminated, the students 
chewed their pencils and waited to see 
who would be drafted. The first person 
at Harvard to get a notice was Harold, 
who puzzled over it for a while and then 
called his draft board. “I think there’s 
been some mistake,” he told them. “You 
see. I’m blind.” 
By that time, enough students from 
other colleges had called with all sorts 
of imaginative reasons why they, too, 
shouldn’t be drafted. The exasperated 
official exploded. *T don’t care whether 
you’re blind or not. You’ve got to re­ 
port.” Before the dust of the mixup had 
settled, the story had been reported by 
newspapers, radio and television. Among 
those who heard about it was author 
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Leonard Gershe, who was inspired by 
Harold’s spunk and sense of humor (“I’ll 
go,’’ he told authorities, “if you’ll give me 
a braille M-16” ) to write a play with a 
blind hero, “Butterflies Are Free.” It was 
a hit on Broadway and now as a movie. 
In the play, the hero fights for his in­ 
dependence against an overprotective 
mother. Harold’s own parents were 
somewhat different. At age three, he 
would run down the street, as if racing 
the wind. Many times, he would fall, 
often bumping his head against a street 
lamp or fire hydrant. Strangers would 
stop his mother and berate her. “How 
can you be so cruel? He’s blind. Why 
don’t you hold onto his hand?” Mrs. 
Krents would explain patiently that she 
couldn't always be there to hold his hand 
and she wanted her son to learn to lead 
a normal, independent life. A few years 
later, when she was told by the staff of a 
physical fitness school that Harold was 
being given an award at graduation, she 
protested. She knew how much he hated 
having things done for him out of pity.

and what other reason could 
there be for giving a blind child 
an awanl in athletics? The re­ 
sult was a special award for 
courage, which Harold still feels 
is a medal his entire family 
shares with him. 
‘They never in any way made 
me feel limited or different,” he 
says. “They bent over back­ 
wards to give me independence. 
It might have been easier for 
them to resign themselves and 
send me to a blind school, for 
instance, but they always fought 
to work things out for me at 
regular schools. They worked 
hard with me to help me learn 
to live in the sighted world. 
“They treated me the same 
way they did my brother and 
sister. If there was any mischief 
in the house, I was spanked first 
and they asked questions later. 
They guessed I was behind the 
mischief, and they were usuaUy 
right.” 
There were lonely times and 
humiliating moments for Har­ 
old as he grew up, yet his 
dogged efforts to be accepted by 
his sighted classmates eventu­ 
ally paid off. He had a tiny 
amount of light perception, 
enough to play backyard foot­ 
ball and earn himself the nick­ 
name “Cannonbair-along with 
many lumps and bruises. At 
Scarsdale, N.Y., High School, 
he was eventually elected presi­ 
dent of the student council. 
When he entered Harvard, vol­ 
unteers would read aloud to 
him the books that weren’t 
available in braille, while he 
took notes on a braille machine. 
“When my friends found out 
there were no dirty books in 
braille, they even read those to 
me so I wouldn’t feel deprived.’ 
Harold has written his own 
story in a warm and moving 
book, ‘T o Race the Wind.” It’s 
an account of how his family 
handled the problem of his be­ 
ing blind, and much of it could 
be the story of any family han­ 
dling any problem. “I have re­ 
ceived many wonderful letters 
about the book, but some peo­ 
ple have criticized it because of 
the humor in it,” he says. “They 
don’t think you should make 
jokes about blindness. Well, I’m 
the one who knows that being 
blind is no joke, but I also know 
that I couldn’t get through with­ 
out a sense of humor. 
“A few other people have 


comi^ained that there isn’t 
enough sex in the book. I tell 
them, Tf you feel cheated read­ 
ing it, imagine how cheated I 
felt living it.* ” 
Speaking of “Butterflies Are 
Free,” he says, “Unfortunately, 
I didn’t have a love affair with 
someone as cute as Goldie 
Hawn when I was 19.” A few

ince the Second World 
War, my wife and I have 
supported several needy 
children from all parts of the 
world. We have visited them 
yearly, entertained them in our 
home, and felt the enormous 
pride 
and

who has been battered by life, 
grow into a proud, fíne human 
being. 
Among our many foster 
children is a lovely adopted 
daughter in Hong Kong (for 
whom 1 went through the rigors 
of learning Mandarin Chinese, 
only to discover that she spoke 
Cantonese — as different from 
Mandarin as French is from 
Spanish); our French “son” 
who was found wandering on a 
World War II battlefíeld and 
whom we had the great satis­ 
faction of reuniting with his 
family after years of searching; 
a Polish-German boy; a South 
Vietnamese boy; a boy from 
Manila; a Greek girl, now mar­ 
ried and living in Canada; and 
two Japanese youngsters who 
came to us through Jane Rus­ 
sell and her work with WAIF. 
Some of these children we 
have sponsored through Foster 
Parent’s Plan and some through 
World Vision International, a 
private, 
nonprofít, 
Christian 
organization that supports 
more than 38,000 children and 
has facilities that run from 
nurseries and medical centers to 
the remarkable Music Institute 
of Seoul, South Korea, where 
the. Korean Children’s Choir 
was born. 
One of these foster children, 
Kim Yung Sook, was raised at 
the Music Institute. Kim lost 
both her parents as an infant 
during the Korean War. She 
used to think that orphans were 
born that way—without father 
or mother. She was taken into 
the home, and, when her musi­ 
cal ability was discovered, she 
went to the Music Institute to 
study and live.

Our first filming stop was 
Saigon,

They 
steal, work as procurers and 
gambling runners, and trust no 
one.

In Korea, we focus on Kim 
Yung Sook, the orphan girl who 
has grown into a beautiful 
nurse. While there I found our

I have been involved with 
children most of-my life. My 
interest in children refíects my 
belief in the importance of care 
and kindness.

Then somebody gave me a book of in­ 
terviews with TV personalities. 1 finally 
got around to leafing through, and 1 
spotted an interview 
with David Cassidy, 
talking about his 
teenage problems. 
He said he knew he 
was acting hatefully 
to his parents, but 
that he didn’t really 
hate them, be just 
couldn’t 
control 
himself. He recalled that it was two 
years before he ‘came out’ of this feel­ 
ing. And 1 thought, maybe it’s true, 
maybe these problems don’t really last 
forever. 1 love my daughter very much, 
and 1 hated to have a bad relationship 
with her. Now I see healthy signs that 
she’s ‘coming out’ of these problems. 
So, my thanks to David Cassidy for 
giving me hope when I needed it.” 


Worried because your child is a 
“ loner”? Teachers often rate children 
as “well adjusted” on the basis of 
“popularity,” or on the number of chil­ 
dren they interact with, and adults tend 
to think children need many friends. 
Not so, says psychologist Dr. Esther 
Laden Cava. ‘There’s nothing intrin­ 
sically wrong with a child—or an adult 
—who prefers one friend to a number 
of friends, or who enjoys being by him­ 
self. If he’s reasonably content, his par­ 
ents should be happy. If the parent is 
unhappy about it, he communicates 
this to the child. Since children tend to 
see parents as all-knowing, the child 
begins to think that there must be 
something wrong with him^ and this can 
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lead to a reduction of confidence in 
himself.” From Dr. Cava’s ‘‘Complete 
Question-and-Answer Book of Child 
Training” (Hawthorne, $8.95). 


A light green highway? They’re com­ 
ing, says Dr. Alden Haffner of the 
Optometrie Center of New YoA, for 
safety’s sake. He suggests: light'green 
highways with patches of a different 
color every mile or two to increase 
driver alertness; for nighttime, phos­ 
phorescent material in the road itself 
for greater visibility; and green, yellow, 
or blue taillights (they are more notice­ 
able) on cars instead of red. And be 
prepared to see yellow fire engines in 
the future, the vision expert says.
